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is Newsome is Named Vince

or the past 15 years, the name New- 
some has been synonymous with the 
Cleveland Browns. 
For the first 13 of those seasons, Ozzie 
Newsome wore the name with pride, 
dignity and class. When ‘The Wiz’ put the finish- 
ing touches on his Hall of Fame career in 


1990, Vince Newsome stepped forward to fill the name } 


void. 

Vince Newsome, now 31-years-old, came to the 
Browns as a Plan B acquisition from the Los Angeles 
Rams prior to the 1991 season. He went on to lead the 
Browns in tackles last year with 127 from his safety 
position. He also recovered four fumbles, just one shy of 
the team record. 

Despite his own success on the field, hardly a day 
goes by that someone doesn’t confuse him with Ozzie. 
But Vince isn’t complaining. In fact, he sometimes gets 
a kick out of being mistaken for one of the Browns’ all- 
time greats. 

Vince, who displays the same type of pride, dignity 
and class as does his namesake, said with a grin, “It 
doesn’t matter where I go in Cleveland, whenever some- 
one hears my last name and they know I’m with the 
Browns, it’s always, ‘Hey, Ozzie, how’s it going?’ When 
I correct them, they'll say, ‘Oh, I didn’t know.’ 

“Even my daughter, when she goes to school, it’s 
always, ‘Oh, Ozzie’s your father!’ 

“To tell you the truth, I’m kind of glad when they do 
confuse me with Ozzie. He is going to be a Hall-of- 
Famer. He's done a lot of great things in Cleveland.” 

But Ozzie was part of the old Browns era and Vince is 
doing his best to help the team establish a new identity 
under second-year coach Bill Belichick. 

“This team has done a full turn (under Belichick),” 
Vince Newsome said. “We can’t rely on the Minnifield- 
Dixon era, just like players in Pittsburgh couldn’ tlive off 
the Steel Curtain era of the 1970s. When you try to live off 
someone else’s success, you usually die. | don’t think 
anybody here is trying to do that.” 

But Newsome is realistic enough to know the tran- 
sition will not come overnight. “Anybody who expects 
that has to be kidding himself,” he said. “Just look at the 
coaching staff. They are trying to bring in their own 
people to establish their own look. They are not relying 
on what (Marty) Schottenheimer did, or what (Sam) 
Rutigliano did. They are relying upon what Bill Belichick 
knows and they are going to bring in personnel to fit his 
style.”

Newsome was one of the first players Belichick 
brought in last year. Shortly thereafter, the Browns 
drafted Eric Turner in the first round and quickly they 
became the starters at safety. Unfortunately, Turner 
missed the first half of last season due to a stress frac- 
ture in his leg. 

Once Turner returned, the Newsome-Turner com- 
bination became quite formidable. The experience they 
gained last season has carried right into this campaign. 

“Weare real comfortable with each other,” Newsome 
said, “It’s gotten to the point where we don’t even have 
to look at each other to know what the other one is 
doing. We have a feel for each other. This allows us to 
disguise our defense better. The less conspicuous we are 
in communicating, the better off we are.” 

In the 1980s, Browns’ defensive backs were known 
as the ‘Dawgs.’ But that was another era. The 1992 
version is out to establish its own identity. 


“There is no barking,” Newsome said. “I used to 
watch the ‘Dawgs’ when I was in L.A., but that’s not me. 
I wouldn’t come here and try to fake it. 1 do what works 
for me and that’s the same with Eric. 

“We are both from California, so we bring a little 
‘California Ball’ here. That doesn’t necessarily make it 
bad or good, but rather it’s just a different attitude. 

Don’t think for a minute that ‘California Ball’ means 
being laid back and passive. “We play just as hard or 
harder than anyone else and we are going to prove it,” 
Newsome predicted. 

If that indeed proves to be the case, then it’s likely 
that in the not-too-distant future, when Ozzie Newsome 
runs into Browns’ fans, they'll ask, “Hey, Vince, how 
you doing?” 

And, knowing Ozzie, he'll smile and say, “Just fine, 
thank you,” taking a great deal of pride in knowing his 
namesake is carrying on a fine tradition. P|
